Actor Confesses to Committing 
a Most Brutal Crims. 


PLACED THE BODY IN A TRUNK 


Had Cut It Up Into Pieces and Intend­ 


ed to Throw Them Into the Ocean. 


Slayer Ate His Breakfast Beside the 


Dead Body of His W ife. 


Boston, Sept. 4.- The most brutal 
crime committed in Greater Boston 
ainee the death <f Susan Geary, a 
chorus Riel, four year* ago, aud one 
much resembling it in Its dot alls. wa*

torso of Mrs. Honor nit Jordan, an ac ­ 
tress,

bones of the limbs were found in the 
furnace of the Jordan homo at Some ]1

the kitchen range of the house. 
c h e s te r Jordan, aged 
twenty-nine 
years, an actor ut Somerville. I

der. and according ’o the officers, he 
made a complete confession of the 
crime. 
According to Jot I m ’s confession he 
accidentally killed his wife Tuesday 
right in a quart I at their home. and. 
becoming desperate over what he I.

Cabman Became Suspicious. 


The discovery of the crime was due 
to the suspicions of 
the hackman. 
George VV 
Hollins, who had In mind 
the numerous robberies which have 
taken 
place About 
Boston 
recently, 
and surmising from its weight ’hat 
ihe trunk contained silverware, noti­ 
fied the police. 
Collins reported fiat lie had taken 
the 
trunk 
from 
th e 
North 
station 
Thursday mornin g, it hav in g come in 
from Somerville on a local train. T h e 
hackman stated he left Jordan and 
the trunk Thursday afternoon at No. 
7 Hancock street. 
Sergeant Michael Crowley was dc 
tailed to go to the house and invest! 
gate. 
Jordan w is not in. hut the offi­ 
cer was shown to the room which Jon 
dan had engaged, and found the trunk 
At

time 
the 
trunk 
was 
not 
opened. 
When 
Jordan 
returned 
he 
was commanded to open the trunk. 
Jordan did not appear nervous or 
alarmed, hut hesitated to open the 
trunk and it was not until after con­ 
siderable argument that he produced 
the key to the trunk and inserted it In 
the lock. 
Turning his head. Jordan 
threw up the rover of the trunk and 
then sank hack on his knees, burying 
his face iii his hands and sobl lug. 
Sergeant 
Crowley staggered back 
aghast ar the disclosure, for in 'Ii 1 
open trunk before him lay a sickening 
mass of hacked flesh, a woman’s tors > 
filling the greater part of the trunk, 
while pieces of flesh from other parts 
of the body were stuffed into the cor­ 
ners. 
The entire interior of the trunk wn« 
bespattered with blood. 
There w . - 
no covering of any sort over the re­ 
mains. 


Quietly Submitted to Arrest. 


Ionian submitted to arrest without 
protest and was led to the station and 
locked up. 
Giving hi 
name ami ad­ 
dress. he declared the body in th© 
trunk was that of his wife and said 
he was perfectly willing to tell every­ 
thing concerning the case. 
For more than four hours Jordan 
was closeted with the police officials 
and time after time went over the 
horrible 
de'ails. 
While 
professing 
that he was dazed when the crime was 
committed, yet by the clearness and 
conciseness of his tale it seemed ap­ 
parent 
that 
whatever preceded 
the 
actual killing, the most careful plans 
were laid for the disposal of the body 
end the cov^rtc" un of the crime 
Ionian’s story of the murder was 
substantial!' as follows:

With this and a hacksaw he 
severed the head from the ho ly an I 
After putting th e scalp and hair iti 
tile kit I* I: i n lunge, placed the si nil in 
the furnace in the cellar. 
The legs 
and a r m s were cut from Hie body and 
Ho flesh sliced off in strips, leaving 
the bonos of the limbs practically 
btl re. 
The bones were placed in the 
furnace and the chunks of flesh piled 
Into a 
trunk 
with 
the torso.

w a s taken to the Somervilc 
station and shipped to Boston. 
Jordan de hired to the pollee that 
after knocking his wife down stairs 
and finding that she was dead. he 
placed the body in the kitchen and 
wi nt to bed and to sleep.

awoke in the morning he cooked hL 
own breakfast in the kitchen, eating 
ft in the : r e se m e of the body of his 
dead wife. 
in the afternoon. Jordan 
said, he dismembered the body. 


APPLICATION IS DENIED. 


T haw W ill Not Be Removed From Jail 
at Poughkeepsie. 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Sept. 4.—Al 
though an application to remove Harry 
K. Thaw from the Dutchess county 
jail 
here to some other institution 
was denied, it may yet have the affect 
of stopping the frequent trips to Fish­ 
kill Landing in the proceedings before 
a referee which have been the source 
of so much annoyance to Sheriff Rob­ 
ert W. CHauler, while they have pro­ 
vided the prisoner with no little di­ 
version, 
The application was made by Ed 
ward H» Perkins, attorney for S h e rif 
Chanter, before Supreme Court Just b e 
MorsctaaUHer. 
It 
was based on t i " 
report of an inspection made by t h *5 
se* rotary of the state prison commis­ 
sion and was supported by an affidavit 
of the sheriff that the jail Is not a 
suitable place for the confinement of 
Thaw as an insane prisoner. 
It was Justice Morschauser himself 
w’ho committed Thaw to the -Dutchess 
county 
jail 
temporarily 
last 
May, 
pending the determination of habeas 
corpus proceedings Instituted by Thaw 
to obtain his release from the Mattes* 
wan 
asylum. 
After 
a 
trial 
Judge 
' Morschauser adjudged Thaw insane 
, and ordered him recommitted (o Mat- 
ten wan. 
Before the order could be 
I carried out. however, Thaw obtained 
| from Justice Mills a new writ of h a­ 
beas corpus and J u<ige Mills ordered 
him detained in county jail here un­ 
til the new writ should he heard. This 
hearing was adjourned to Sept. 21, 
and .Iud e .Mills is then to lie asked 
to allow Thaw a jury trial on the ques­ 
tion of his sanity. 
Judge Morschauser 
said in declining to entertain the mo­ 
tion of Mr. Perkins I bal not only did 
Judicial comity restrain him from in­ 
terfering with Judge Mills’ order, but 
also that 
there appeared to he no 
pressing need for doing so.

St. Paul. Minn., Sept, 4, 191K 
Editor Dispatch: 
“ I would ask the insertion in your 
paper and careful perusal by your read­ 
ers of the following plan of reforesta­ 
tion, which after 12 years expert en e 
in the forestry services of Minnesota I 
venture to recommend and if it meets 
their approval thut they endeavor to 
have their senator and representatives 
in the legislature committed t > its sup­ 
port. 
"The consumption of the pine forests 
in Minnesota has been going on for 
over 60 years without adequate meas­ 
ures for reproduction. 
In about 10 
years the remaining original pine tim ­ 
ber will be gone; and as it requires SO 
years for pine to grow to merchantable 
size on land which would be used for 
its production, the present generation 
would be culpable if it longer neglected 
suitable measures for rt forestation. 
The ordi sary revenue has not admitted 
of adopting such measures. 
Although 
the subject has been discussed many 
years and there seems to be a friendly 
sentiment, all that the state of Minne­ 
sota has directly done in reforestation 
is the planting of 200 acres. 
“ if the proposed constitutional arm nd* 
ment be submitted to the people it will 
lead to a discussion of the whole sub­ 
ject and if the amendment should be 
adopted the tax of three-tenths of a 
mill, equivalent to only thirty cents on 
each $1,000 of taxable property, would 
yield $300,000 annually and Minnesota 
would in 80 years have 3,000,000 acres 
of normal forest, which would be suf­ 
ficient for her needs. 
I must make 
this communication short and cannot 
enlarge on the many l>enefits the peo 
pie of our state would derive therefrom. 
Y our readers must think of them and 
then ask themselves what their pos­ 
terity will think if they longer delay 
taking suitable steps for reforestation. 
“ The 
following 
is the 
proposed 
amendment: 
“ To secure a sustained yield of tim ­ 
ber for the use of the people of this 
state the proper officers shall annually 
levy and collect a tax of three-tenths 
of one mill on each dollar of taxable 
property within this state, the proceeds 
of which shall be used for the purchase 
of land for the state adapted for forest 
at not over $5 00 per acre, and for the 
production and maintenance thereon of 
forest according to forestry principles. 
Unexpended balances shall not lapse 
but constitute a fund for forestry pur­ 
poses. 
The timber produced thereon 
shall be sold at a fair valuation and the 
revenue therefrom be paid into the 
state treasury, except that one quarter 
of the net revenue shall be paid to the 
towns in which the land is situated, in 
aid of public schools and roads. 
Should 
any tract acquired be found better 
adapted for any other purpose than the 
production of timber, it may be sold or 
leased and the proceeds used for ac­ 
quiring or developing forestry land. 
Until otherwise directed by the legisla- 
! ture, which may supplement these pro­ 
visions with necessary enactments, the 
! State Forestry Board shall draw and 
disburse the money hereby provided 
and purchase, manage and control the 
lands and forests. 
No money shall be 
paid for any tract until the attorney 
general shall certify to the valadity of 
the title. 
It shall be competent tor two 
successive regular legislatures, by a 
two-thirds vpte of each house, to alter 
or repeal any of these provisions. 
“ There are some people who think it 
wood be good policy to encourage the 
production of timber by private owners 
by reducing the tax on land so used. 
I would not object to an additional 
amendment to the constitution of a 
clause in substance like the following 
to form a part and follow the amend­ 
ment above recommended; but as the 
state would have to watch that the ex­ 
empted land was being properly forest­ 
ed, I am not inclined to favor exempt­ 
ing more than 80 acres from tax for 
any separate owner: 
“ To encourage the 
production of 
timber by private parties, the legisla­ 
ture may provide that not exceeding 
80 acres of land belonging to any sepa­ 
rate owner and used for the production 
of timber in a manner which the legis­ 
lature shall prescribe, shall be taxed 
j only for its value as land; the timber 
| to be exempt from tax until cut.”

were turned into the grain fields where 
they picked their living until October 
26th, 
when ewes and lambs were all 
sold.

E d it o r D i s p a t c h : 
“ I would ask the insertion in your 
paper and careful perusal by your read­ 
ers of the following plan of reforesta­ 
tion, which after 12 years experience 
in the forestry services of Minnesota I 
venture to recommend and if it meets 
their approval that they endeavor to 
have their senator and representatives 
in the legislature committed to its sup­ 
port. 
“ The consumption of the pine forests 
in Minnesota has been going on for 
over 60 years without adequate meas­ 
ures for reproduction. 
In about IO 
years the remaining original pine tim ­ 
ber will be gone; and as it requires SO 
years for pine to grow to merchantable 
size on land which would be used for 
its production, the present generation 
would be culpable if it longer neglected 
suitable measures for reforestation. 
The ordinary revenue has not admitted 
of adopting such measures. 
Although 
the subject has been discussed many 
years and there seems to be a friendly 
sentiment, all that the state of Minne­ 
sota has directly done in reforestation 
is the planting of 2(H) acres. 
“ If the proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment be submitted to the people it will 
lead to a discussion of the whole sub­ 
ject and if the amendment should be 
! adopted the tax of three-tenths of a 
mill, equivalent to only thirty cents on 
each $1,000 of taxable property, would 
yield $300,000 annually and Minnesota 
would in 80 years have 3,000,000 acres 
of normal forest, which would be suf­ 
ficient for her needs. 
I must make 
this communication short and cannot 
enlarge on the many benefits the peo­ 
ple of our state would derive therefrom. 
Your readers must think of them and 
then ask themselves what their pos- 
I terity will think if they longer delay 
taking suitable steps for reforestation. 
I 
“The 
following 
is the 
proposed 
amendment: 
“ To secure a sustained yield of tim­ 
ber for the use of the people of this 
state the proper officers shall annually 


j levy and collect a tax of three-tenths 
of one mill on each dollar of taxable 
property within this state, the proceeds 
of which shall be used for the purchase 
I of land for the state adapted for forest 
at not over $5 OO per acre, and for the 
production and maintenance thereon of 
forest according to forestry principles. 
Unexpended balances shall not lapse 
but constitute a fund for forestry pur­ 
poses. 
The timber produced thereon 
shall be sold at a fair valuation and the 
revenue therefrom be paid into the 
state treasury, except that one quarter 
of the net revenue shall be paid to the 
towns in which the land is situated, in 
aid of public schools and roads. 
Should 
any tract acquired be found better 
adapted for any other purpose than the 
production of timber, it may be sold or 
leased and the proceeds used for ac­ 
quiring or developing forestry land. 
Until otherwise directed by the legisla­ 
ture, which may supplement these pro­ 
visions with necessary enactments, the 
State Forestry Board shall draw and 
disburse the money hereby provided 
and purchase, manage and control the 
lands and forests. 
No money shall be 
paid for any tract until the attorney 
general shall certify to the valadity of 


1 the title. 
It shall be competent ior two 


j successive regular legislatures, by a 


i two-thirds vpte of each house, to alter 
or repeal any of these provisions.

“There are some people who think it 
wood be good policy to encourage the 
production of timber by private owners 
by reducing the tax on land so used. 
I would not object to an additional 
amendment to the constitution of a 
clause in substance like the following 
to form a part and follow the amend­ 
ment above recommended; but as the 
state would have to watch that the ex­ 
empted land was being properly forest­ 
ed, I am not inclined to favor exempt- 
I ing more than 80 acres from tax for 
any separate owner: 
“To encourage the 
production of 
■ timber by private parties, the legisla- 


1 ture may provide that not exceeding 
80 acres of land belonging to any sepa­ 
rate owner and used for the production 
j of timber in a manner which the legis- 
: lature shall prescribe, shall be taxed 
only for its value as land; the timber 
to be exempt from tax until cut."

the grain was 6 inches high. 
During 
the summer they were allowed the run 
of the pasture and farmstead, and after 
the grain was stacked in the fall they 
were turned into the grain fields where 
they picked their living until October 
26th, when ewes and lambs were all 
sold.
